The Oldest Man in the World.

Joseph Crele, who was probably the oldes*
man in the world, died in Caledenia, a little
town of Wigconsin, on the 27th of January ia-t,
ot the age of one hundred and forty-one years,
Twice three scork and ten years may be called
o ripe old nge., He atiwinoed an age greater by
twenty years thun that enjoyed by the next
oldest man o modern times, Jean Claude Jacob,
a member of the French National Assembly,
who was called the *“Dean of the human
species,” and who died st the age of one hun-
dred and twenty-one. This man bore arms at
Braddeck's deleat, was an old man'when Jackeon
defcated Packenbam st New Orleans, veperable
when Taylor whipped Bauta Anpa &t Buena
Vista, and yet wars not too old to rejoice when
Lee surrendered to Grant.

Joseph Orele was born of French parents, in
w i& new Detroit, bul which was then only
an Mdian trading station, in 1726, The record
of his buptiem in the Cuatholic church in that
eity estublighes the fuct beyond a'doubt. He was
a resident of Wisconsin lor abont a century, and
wus the “oldest citizen™ in that State beyond
any digpute. Whenever the “oldest citizen"
wad alluded Yo every Wisconsoman declured
Joseph Crele was the man meant, He was first
married st New Orlesns In 1756, after having
grown to be & bachelor of thirty, A few years
after his marriage he seulled st Prairle du Chien,
while Wikconsin was yet a province of France.
Beiore the Revolunonary war, he was employed
to caury letters between Praivie du Ulnen and
Green Buy, A few years ago he was called as a
wiipess 1o the Ulrcult Court of Wisconsin, in n
enee involving the title to eertain real estate at
Prairie du Chien, o give testimony in relatiom
to events that transpired eighiy years belore,
and meny years fore the litlgants were
dreamed of, :

For some years past he had resided at Cale-
donla with & daugliter by his third wife. This
child was & llitle over sevonty years of age a
couple of years ago; but we do not know
whether she survives her father or not, He
was gixty-nine when she wus born.  Up -t» 1504
Mr. Crele was s hale and hear'y as most men
of seventy. He could walk several miles with-
out falighe, and was fMrequently in the habit of
“chopplug” wood for the tumlly use, Ho went
to all elections, and, from the ume he Hrst
voted for Washugton, he bad slways voted the
strauglt ont Union ticket. He had 0o bad habits,
exoept that be was an lnvelernto smoker; but
tiwat i# not consldered nmong the small vices in
the land of Grant snd@Eherman, In person he
wus ruther above the medium height; spare in
fleeh, but showing evidences of paving 0 in
hie prime—a century or so before—s man of
sinewy strengtn, Of lltedvvm & Lauuting sense
‘of loneliness overwhelmed wod seemed (o sndden
him, ¢ only weakness of mdnd which he ever
betrayed was injthe last year or twe of his
existence, wnen he frequently remarked, with a
slartling sor 0! sadness, that he Genred that per-
baps “Death bad forgotten him;" but he would
alwiys udd, with more cheerful ness, that he Jelt
sure ‘tiod pot.”

The Fiist Newspaper Printed by Steam.

The 20t of November, 1814, forms an import-
ant date in the history of printing, and conse-
quently in that of civilization, 1t was tbhe day
on which a newspaper was the first time printed
by sieam inst-ud of mavual power,

The common printime press, though much im-
proved during the recond halt of the last cen-
tury, could seldom strike off more than two or
three hundred impressions per hour, with one
man to ok the types and one 10 work the press,

In 1790 Mr. W. Nicholson obtained letters
patent lor a4 maching shwilur in many respects
10 those which have been adopted in Inter yeurs;
but it does not sppear chat he brought his fu-
vention into prictice.

Steam power, it was known, would eflect
movements of almost every imaginable kind;
but it wae the enterprise of the proprictor of the
London Zumnes thut enabled inveutors to surs
mount the difiiculties of applying such power to
printing prosses,

1t was the second Mr. John Walter (the son of
the first and rather of the present proprictor),
whose management of the Zimes began in 1803,
who gave g0 immense an impetos to rapid print-
ing, It took many hours to strikeoff the 3000 or
4000 copies of which the daily issues of the Tines
then coneisted; and Mr, Walter waa digsatistied
wilth the slow process,

In 1504 Thomus Martyn, 8 compositor In his
emplovment, produced & model of a selt-poting
muchine for working the press, and Walier
supplied him with money to continue his mn-
geutous labore, The pressmen were, however,
g0 bitterly hostile to any such lnnovation, that
Martyn was placed almost in fear of his Hie,
and as Walter did not at that time ovossess a
very large capital, the scheme feéll to the
ground.

Johu Walter, however, was not the man to be
benten by ditficulties; he pore in mind Martyu's
invention, and bided his time, He encournged
inventions from all quarters, and as his pecu-
niary means incressed he became able to pay
them well for their services, In 1814 he con-
gented that Konig's patent for o printing
wechine should be tried—uot in the actual
printing oflice of the TVmes, but in adjoining
premiges, tor fear of the hostility of the pressmen,

Konig, and his assistant Bauer, worked
quietly in these premises for many months;
gradnally periceting the machinery,

The proceedings on the momentous 20th of
November were highly characteristic of Mr.
Walter, The n'ght on which the curious machine
was hrought into use in its new abode was one
of great suxiety and even alarm,

The suspicious pressmen had threstened de-
struction to any ope whose inveutions might
suspend their employment. It was about six
o'elock in the morning when Mr. Walter went
mto the pressroom, and astonished its oceu-
pants by telling thew that the Tines wos already
printed by sicam; that if they sitempled any
violence there was n foree ready to suppress it;
but thal if they were peaceable, their wages
should be continued to every one of them (il
gimilar employment conld be pracured; ne then
gave them copies of that mornlng's Times.

The Times, in s issue of November 20, uses
the fellowing language, though it doex not go
into detnil (which 1s to be regretted), but stiil
gives enough to show that the grst printing by
steam Wis, A8 now, sutomstic:i—

“The reader of this morning’s Times holds in
his hauds one of the many thousand impressions
of the Times newespaper, which ware waken off
lust night by & mechunical apparntus. A syrtem
of machinery, almost organie, hus been devised
and arranged, whick, while ft ralieves the human
frame of 1ts most laborious etflorts, fur exceeds all
human power in eapidity snd tiﬂﬁutch.

“After placing the form upon the press, little
more remaing for man to do than wstch the
unconseious motions and keep 1t supplied with
paper,

“Iteelt places the form, inks i, adjosts the
paper 1o the new ly inked 1ype, stamps Lhe sheet,
and gives it forth to the bands of the artendant,
ut the ssme tiwe v ithdrawing the form for a
fresh cont of ik, which itscll distribytes to
meet the ensuine sheet now advanciug for im-
presgion; and the whole of these comiplicated
motions are jerformed with such a velocity of
movement thint no less than 1100 sheets are 1m-
preesed in an hour,"

This was the capueity of the firat stoam print-
ing-press; but siner that time improvemants
have been ponynually made, and ;uow we hiave
the 1('n-cyl'rmm‘ prvee of Hoe, which supplies the
willion with piinted mnatter almost before the
news 18 born.
